The  atmosphere  at  Muhlenberg  College  throughout  the  year  is  one  of 
academic  determination,  and  is  full  of  school  traditions  and  spirit.

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eyond  the  specific  knowledge  that  Muhlenberg’s  liberal  arts  grounding 
sets  up  for  an  individual,  there  is  also  a kind  of  mental  limberness  and 
agility  - an  ability  to  adapt  to  new  information,  new  technology,  new' 
situations  - that  is  enhanced  through  experience  across  the  disciplines 
that  make  up  the  liberal  arts.  It  can  lead  to  greater  self-know'ledge,  and  more 
informed  understanding  of  the  world  and  events  of  daily  living.  The  Muh- 
lenberg educational  experience  strives  to  free  students  to  think  creavitely,  to 
help  launch  a lifetime  of  thoughtfulness  and  discovery,  and  to  help  students 
explore  ethical  questions,  social  responsibilities  and  their  own  system  of  values. 

The  Muhlenberg  Community  is  composed  of  a tremendous  amount  of  social  choices.  Muhlenberg  has  five 
national  fraternities  and  four  national  sororities  that  all  contribute  to  Muhlenberg’s  Growing  Tradition.  On  the 
perimeter  of  the  campus  was  Muhlenberg’s  Special  Interest  Houses  and  MILE  Houses.  The  Special  Interest 
Houses  allow'  students  to  create  a theme  or  program  that  is  both  beneficial  to  the  Muhlenberg  Community 
educationally  and  socially,  such  as  this  year’s  Substance-Free  House,  International  House,  and  Drama  House. 
The  MILE  Houses  offer  students  an  opportunity  to  move  out  of  the  dorm  setting  and  take  their  first  step  towards 
living  “on  their  own.” 

The  list  of  student  organizations  is  long  and  impressive,  expressing  Muhlenberg’s  Traditional  Involvement. 
Tbe  80  or  so  officially  recognized  organizations  include  many  honor  societies  as  well  as  clubs  for  everything  from 
international  affairs  to  chorus,  politics,  drama,  journalism,  student  government,  and  yearbook  publication. 
There  are  also  plenty  of  informally  organized  groups.  If  a Muhlenberg  student  can’t  find  the  club  or  organization 
on  campus,  everyone  is  encouraged  to  help  build  Muhlenberg  Tradition  by  starting  a new'  one.

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Founded  in  1 848,  Muhlenberg  College  took  its  present  name  in  1967  from 
Henry  Melchior  Muhlenberg,  patriarch  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
American  Colonies.  Henry’s  sons,  who  like  their  father,  were  Lutheran 
ministers,  also  made  their  marks  in  the  country’s  early  history.  John  Peter 
Gabriel  Muhlenberg  was  with  George  Washington  through  the  famous  winter  I 
at  Valley  Forge.  Henry  Ernest  Muhlenberg  was  one  of  America’s  first  scientists 
as  well  as  the  first  president  of  Franklin  College,  now  Franklin  & Marshall.  And  | 
Frederick  Augustus  Muhlenberg  was  the  first  speaker  of  the  United  States 
House  of  Representatives. 

It  is  against  that  background  that  Muhlenberg  College  has  continued  its 
humanistic  commitment  to  a sound  and  traditional  education  that  fosters 
growth,  understanding,  and  self-awareness.  But  more  than  just  continuing  that 
liberal  arts-based  tradition  through  37  majors  in  the  humanities,  social  sciences, 
and  physical  sciences,  wre  have  developed  strong  professional  programs  in 
business,  education,  premedical,  pretheological,  and  prelaw^  studies.

j!  Serving  the  college  community  in  a variety  of  ways,  the  Residence  Life 
staff,  consisting  of  approximately  forty-two  Resident  Advisors  and  four 
Liaisons,  acts  as  a direct  connection  between  the  student  body  and  the  school 
ldministration.  Acting  as  resources,  counselors,  role  models,  disciplinarians, 
educators,  and  mentors.  Resident  Advisors  face  a challenge  that  very  few  other 
students  face  while  at  Muhlenberg  as  each  one  attempts  to  balance  both  a life  as 
i college  employee  and  a life  as  a student. 

Through  both  building  and  hall  programming,  the  Residence  Life  staff 
attempts  to  address  the  needs  of  the  typical  student,  both  on  an  educational  and 
a social  level.

its  function  and  as  a field  of  employment.  The  department  draws  on 
perspectives  from  the  social  sciences,  the  humanities,  and  the  arts  to 
provide  a framework  for  examining  how  communications  influences 
our  ideas  and  values.  Communications  activities  and  practices  are,  such 
as  radio  production,  video  production,  and  public  relations,  are  studied 
to  develop  both  understanding  and  basic  skills.

The  Education  Department  at  Muhlenberg  offers  certification 
programs  in  elementary  and  secondary  teaching.  Both  pro- 
grams are  approved  by  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Educa- 
tion. The  requirements  are  demanding;  however,  program 
advisors  provide  necessary  individual  support  or  counsel.  As  a result, 
Muhlenberg  has  a long-established  reputation  for  graduating  teacher- 
certified  students  who  are  very  well  prepared.  One  important  factor  is 
the  strong  commitment  to  field  experience.  Students  normally  have 
between  three  and  five  different  field  placements  before  student  teach- 
ing, usually  working  as  teachers’  aides.  Early  field  work  experience 
helps  students  decide  if  teaching  is  really  what  they  want,  and  by  the 
time  they  start  student-teaching,  most  are  confident  about  their  goals. 
The  strength  of  the  teacher-certification  programs  helps  provide  a wide 
range  of  placement  opportunities.  Graduates  have  become  teachers  in 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  throughout  the  country.  Others  have

The  research  capabilities  and  habits  that  one  acquires  through 
the  study  of  history  represent  an  important  and  marketable 
skill  in  graduate  work  and  in  the  future  career  of  our  students. 
The  breadth  of  the  faculty’s  interests,  which  is  reflected  in  the 
breadth  of  course  offerings,  as  well  as  the  location  of  the  College,  in  the 
midst  of  one  of  the  most  significant  regions  of  the  United  States,  are  two 
obvious  advantages  of  the  History  Department  at  Muhlenberg. 

The  fact  that  Muhlenberg  is  an  undergraduate  institution,  with  no 
graduate  studies  or  teaching  assistants  allows 
students  to  get  the  full  attention  of  the  faculty. 

Our  faculty  members  enjoy  teaching  under- 
graduates because  Muhlenberg  seems  to  at- 
tract students  who  are  enthusiastic  about  learn- 
ing. A lot  of  emphasis  is  placed  on  field  trips 
that  are  not  necessarily  in  the  immediate  area. 

In  addition  to  an  annual  trip  to  the  battlefield 
at  Gettysburg,  students  visit  Colonial  Phila- 
delphia, Valley  Forge,  and  historic  homes  in 
the  Lehigh  Valley.

The  most  important  skill  in  any  field  is  how  to  think  - how  to 
gather  and  sort  through  information,  analyze  it,  and  solve  prob- 
lems. That  is  why  the  study  of  physics  is  so  useful  for  a lifetime  of 
inevitable  career  changes.  Physics  requires  skills  of  deductive  and 
intuitive  reasoning  that  can  be  successfully  applied  in  many  fields.  A 
quick  survey  of  Muhlenberg’s  physics  graduates  proves  the  point. 
Along  with  physicists,  many  have  become  successful  engineers,  bankers, 
physicians,  computer  specialists,  teachers,  business  executives,  college 
professors,  and  college  administrators. 

The  department’s  faculty  members  are  dedicated  to  undergraduate 
teaching.  Advanced  physics  courses,  which  usually  range  from  four  to 
eight  students,  are  small  enough  to  allow  the  kind  of  individualized 
teaching  that  the  study  of  physics  requires.  The  curriculum  provides 
valuable  laboratory  experience  at  all  levels,  and  the  department  is 
exceptionally  well-equipped,  having  apparatus  not  generally  found  at 
four-year  colleges.  Microcomputers  are  integrated  into  all  facets  of  the 
physics  curriculum,  and  their  use  is  required  for  the  analysis  of  ex- 
perimental data  and  the  solution  of  many  assigned  problems.  Computer 
inter-facing  with  experimental  equipment  is  used  extensively.

Politics  in  the  broadest  sense  connects  with  everything  we  do. 
Given  the  intermeshing  of  government-  and  the  society  at 
large,  most  major  issues  today  are  essentially  political  issues. 
The  department  is  large  enough  to  cover  the  major  sub- 
disciplines of  the  field,  but  small  enough  to  provide  a lot  of  personal 
attention,  both  to  majors  and  to  the  many  students  who  take  political 
science  courses  as  electives.  There  are  programs,  for  example,  that 
provide  internships  and  research  projects  with  local  and  county  agen- 
cies, and  with  law  firms  in  the  area.  The  de- 
partment also  participates  in  the  Muhlenberg 
College  Washington  Semester  program 
through  which  internships  with  federal  gov- 
ernment agencies  can  be  arranged.  Muhlen- 
berg has  previously  been  noted  for  the 
strength  of  its  pre-law  program.  Recent  po- 
litical science  majors  have  entered  most  of  the 
country’s  top  law  schools.  But  it  is  mis- 
conception to  think  that  it  is  law  school  or 
nothing.  Political  science  is  also  an  excellent 
preparation  for  both  domestic  and  internation- 
al business,  government  service  at  all  levels, 
banking  and  teaching. 

Our  increasingly  complex  society  needs  liter- 
ate and  informed  people  who  can  take  part  in 
the  political  process.  Such  a participation  is 
vital  because  the  policy  outputs  of  the  political 
process  profoundly  affect  our  personal  well- 
being, our  national  survival,  and  even  the  sur- 
vival of  the  planet.  The  training  of  such  indivi- 
duals is  the  central  goal  of  the  political  science 
department.

Most  teams  participate  very  successfully  in 
tournaments  throughout  the  year  hosted  at  various 
colleges  and  some  hosted  by  Muhlenberg,  the  Scotty 
Wood  tournament  is  a major  event  for  the  basketball 
teams,  and  draws  a tremendous  crowd  every  year 
with  students  bringing  as  much  support,  spirit,  and 
tradition  as  possible.  All  of  the  teammates  and  teams 
as  a whole  give  1 00%  in  everything  they  do;  practice, 
games,  and  academics.

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Youth,  inexperience  and  an  untimely  rash  of  injuries  combined  to  make  Greg  Olejack’s  first  season 
Muhlenberg  somewhat  frustrating,  yet  full  of  potential.  After  winning  two  of  their  first  three  gam 
against  nationally  ranked  Hampden-Sydney  and  defending  Centennial  Conference  champion  Franklin 
Marshall,  the  Mules  were  not  able  to  find  the  win  column  again,  finishing  with  a 2-8  record. 

With  only  six  seniors  on  the  team,  Olejack  was  forced  to  rely  on  untested  players  from  the  outset.  Through  | i 
all,  the  team  kept  plugging  away  and  had  some  valuable  experience  and  noteworthy  accomplishments  by  season 
end.  Wide  receiver  Rob  Lokerson  shook  off  his  injuries  to  lead  the  team  in  receiving  with  50  catches  for  74 
yards.  On  Homecoming  Saturday,  he  caught  his  153rd  pass  to  become  Muhlenberg’s  all-time  leading  receive 
Lokerson  wound  up  his  brilliant  career  with  15  school  records,  including  most  career  receptions  and  yards.

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Sophomore  Dan  Terpstra  provided  some  of  the  year’s  most  exciting 
moments  by  throwing  a block  party  nearly  every  weekend.  The  rangy  6-3 
defensive  end  blocked  six  kicks  during  the  year  - three  extra  points,  two  punts 
and  a field  goal  - shattering  the  previous  school  career  record  of  three.  With 
only  half  his  career  played,  Terpstra  already  has  eight  blocked  kicks. 

Junior  Steve  Peters  proved  to  be  a dangerous  back,  ranking  among  the 
Conference  and  national  leaders  in  all-purpose  yardage.  He  finished  the 
season  with  1 ,257  yards  on  rushes,  receptions  and  kickoff  returns,  the  third- 
highest  total  in  Muhlenberg  history.  Peters  also  led  the  team  in  scoring  with 
seven  touchdowns  and  rushed  for  a season-best  98  yards  against  Ursinus. 

In  addition  to  Joe  Christman  and  Rob  Lokerson,  four  other  seniors 
distinguished  themselves  in  their  playing  year  at  ’Berg:  offensive  lineman 
Dave  Frank,  who  started  the  final  three  games  at  left  guard;  wide  receiver 
J.H.  Leale,  the  long  snapper  on  punts  and  the  Mules  ’’Lonesome  Polecat” 
formation;  cornerback  Mike  Pisano,  who  led  the  team  in  interceptions  with 
four  and  finished  as  the  school’s  second  all-time  leading  punt  returner;  and 
nose  guard  Luke  Trainer,  a co-captain  and  defensive  stalwart  who  recorded  a 
sack  in  his  final  game.

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Soccer  fever,  which  swept  the  nation  during  the  World 
Cup  summer  of  1994,  infected  Allentown  in  the  Fall 
courtesy  of  the  Muhlenberg  men’s  team.  Jeff  Tipping’s 
squad  played  to  a record  of  17-2-1,  was  ranked  third  in  the 
country,  won  the  school’s  first  outright  Centennial  Con- 
ference championship  in  any  sport  and  advanced  to  the 
second  round  of  the  NCAA  Tournament  for  the  first  time  in 
school  history,  hopefully  starting  a new  tradition  in  Muh- 
lenberg Athletics. 

The  Mules  began  the  season  by  winning  the  Kwik  Goal 
Classic,  scoring  a tournament-record  eight  goals  in  two 
games  against  Division  II  schools  Bloomsburg  and 
Kutztown.  In  the  opener,  Bloomsburg  scored  a goal  in  the 
final  two  minutes  to  force  overtime.  That  would  be  the  only 
lead  Muhlenberg  lost  all  season.  The  Mules  scored  twice  in 
the  extra  session  for  a 3-1  win,  then  routed  Kutztown  5-0  in 
the  final  behind  the  strong  play  of  Classic  MVP  Thomas 
Auchenbach  for  the  title. 

The  estimated  2,500  vocal  fans  who  attended  Muhlen- 
berg’s tournament  games  were  treated  to  some  fine  soccer, 
but  unfortunately  no  Mule  goals  in  nearly  270  minutes. 
After  a scoreless  regulation  and  overtime  in  the  opener 
against  Carnegie  Mellon,  the  match  went  into  a penalty-kick 
shootout.  Two  brilliant  saves  by  Ron  Moser  and  a winning 
kick  by  Auchenbach  sent  Muhlenberg  into  the  second  round 
for  the  first  time.  Johns  Hopkins,  the  only  blemish  on 
Muhlenberg’s  record,  made  it  a double  blemish  by  scoring 
the  game’s  only  goal  with  five  minutes  remaining  in  the 
second  sudden-death  overtime  period. 

Muhlenberg  place  one  player  at  each  field  position  on  the 
All-Centennial  Conference  first  team.

The  Muhlenberg  Women’s  Basketball  Team  under  the 
direction  of  new  head  coach  Tammy  Smith  overcame 
much  adversity  to  make  a drive  to  the  playoffs  for  the 
third  consecutive  year.  Tammy  Smith  was  selected  as  the  fifth 
women's  head  coach  in  the  school’s  history.  Full  of  energy  and 
spirit,  she  immediately  took  the  reigns  and  jumped  head  first 
into  her  first  collegiate  coaching  position  with  new  assistant 
coach  Melissa  Newhard. 

One  of  the  highpoints  of  the  team’s  season  came  when  the 
Mules  upset  a highly  favored  Moravian  team  in  November  on 
the  new  Memorial  Hall  wood  floor.

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The  Student  Council  is  the  executive  branch  of  the  Student  Body  Organization.  It  consists 
of  the  Student  Body  President,  the  president  of  each  class,  and  24  students  elected  each 
year  by  their  respective  classes.

M I’  spacewalk  to  the  marriage  of  Michael  Jackson  and  Lisa  Marie  Preski 

If  S 1 994  and  the  start  of  1 995  proved  to  be  filled  with  sorrow,  excitemei 

and  confusion.  The  civil  war  in  Rwanda  began  with  a plane  crash  th ' 
killed  the  President.  For  years  there  has  been  tensions  between  the  Hutu  trill 
and  the  smaller  Tutsi  tribe,  and  the  Hutu  extremists  began  a series  of  mt! 
killings  that  a United  Nations  panel  later  characterized  as  genocide 
“concerted,  planned,  systematic  and  methodical.”  Within  the  United  Statt 
headlines  related  to  the  crisis  in  Rwanda  ran  next  to  the  headlines  dealing  with  the  highly  exploited  O.J.  Simpsc 
murder  case.  Simpson  was  suspected  in  the  brutal  slashing  murder  of  his  ex-wife  Nicole  and  her  friend,  Rona 
Goldman.  O.J.,  however,  was  not  the  only  star  making  headlines.  Michael  Jackson  emerged  with  Lisa  Mar 
Presley,  Elvis’s  only  child,  as  his  wife.  Another  occurrence  out-of-this-world  was  Mark  Lee’s  and  Carl  Meade 
spacewalks.  Astronauts,  Lee  and  Meade,  took  turns  walking  in  space,  with  no  connections  to  the  Space  Shutt 
Discovery,  with  only  a $7  million  jet  pack.  This  was  the  first  untethered 
spacewalk  in  10  years.  In  November  the  control  of  Congress  shifted  from  the 
Democrats  to  the  Republicans.  Nineteen  ninety  five  was  the  first  time  in  40 
years  that  the  Republicans  controlled  Congress,  and  many  believe  policies  will 
change  drastically. 

Nineteen  ninety  four  was  a year  of  deja  vu  to  some,  both  with  international 
events  and  musical  festivals.  The  United  States  was  faced  with  tens  of  thousands 


of  Cubans  trying  to  flee  their  Communist  nation  and  seek  asylum  in  the  U.S. 
Many  did  not  make  it  in  their  poorly  made  vessels  due  to  storms,  sinkings  or  the 
U.S.  Coast  Guard,  which  intercepted  more  than  1 ,000  of  the  craft  in  one  day  in 
early  September.  However,  the  U.S.  reversed  a 28-year-old  policy  and  agreed  to 
admit  at  least  20,000  a year.  In  return,  Fidel  Castro  promised  to  halt  the  flight 
of  boat  people.  In  the  U.S.,  there  was  love,  peace,  and  Woodstock  ’94. 
Promoters  set  up  distant  parking  lots  and  shuttle  buses  for  the  200,000  people 
who  paid  .$135  each  for  tickets,  but  350,000  people  showed  up.  On  stage  there 
were  performers  from  every  music  catagory  ranging  from  Bob  Dylan  and 
Crosby,  Stills  and  Nash  to  Nine  Inch  Nails  and  Green  Day. 


Civil  war  continued  to  rack  Bosnia- 
Herzegovina  in  1994,  despite  the  efforts 
of  a United  Nations  peacekeeping  force. 
The  conflict,  as  complicated  as  it  is  sav- 
age, began  in  1992  when  Bosnia’s  Ser- 
bian minority  rebelled  against  a decision 
by  Yugoslavia's  Muslims  and  Croats  to 
secede.  After  two-and-a-half  years  of 
fighting,  more  than  200,000  people  are 
dead  or  missing. 
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About  21,000  U.S.  troops  landed  in 
Haiti,  the  poor,  unsettled  island  in  the 
Caribbean,  forcing  Haiti's  military  ru- 
lers to  bow  to  the  United  Nations  and 
promise  to  cede  power  to  the  duly  elected 
president  whom  they  had  ousted,  Jean- 
Bertrand  Aristide. 


If  the  United  States  truly  had  a health 
care  crisis  in  1994,  you  couldn  t have 
proved  it  with  Congress.  Despite  the  ex- 
hortations of  President  Clinton  and  the 
First  Lady,  the  year  ended  without  sig- 
nificant health  insurance  reform. 


It  rained.  Thousands  crashed  the  gates. 
People  with  tickets  couldn’t  get  in  or  had 
to  wait  for  hours.  Portable  toilets  over- 
flowed. Food  occasionally  ran  short. 
Drugs  hit  the  scene  again.  All  familiar 
phrases  describing  the  muddy  music  fes- 
tival Woodstock  ’94. 


In  total,  tens  of  thousands  of  Cubans 
made  desperate  attempts  to  come  to  the 
United  States  to  escape  the  poverty  and 
hunger  of  their  increasingly  isolated  is- 
land Communist  nation. 


Frank  Corder  suffered  from  depression, 
had  a history  of  drug  and  alcohol  abuse, 
and  probably  was  suicidal.  But  nothing 
may  ever  explain  for  sure  why  the  Mary- 
land trucker  stole  a small  plane  near 
Baltimore  and  crashed  it  into  the  White 
House  lawn  shortly  before  2am  on  Sep- 
tember 15,  1994. 
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The  1994  baseball  season  ended  not  with 
a home  run  or  a strikeout,  but  with  a 
conference  call  and  a fax.  On  the  34th 
day  of  the  major  league  players  strike,  the 
team  owners  canceled  the  rest  of  the  sea- 
son, including  the  playoffs  and  the 
World  Series. 


Andre  Agassi  was  one  of  the  best  known 
entrants  in  the  1994  U.S.  Open.  Andre 
defeated  six  opponents  - four  of  them 
seeded  - before  a straight  set  victory  in  the 
final  over  No.  4 seed  Michael  Stich  oj 
Germany. 


Brazil’s  offense 
got  all  the  atten- 
tion beforehand, 
but  its  defense 
wound  up  stop- 
ping Italy  and 
winning  the 
World  Cup,  soc- 
cer’s ultimate 
prize.  The  1994 
World  Cup  games 
were  held  in  the 
United  States 
drawing  tremen- 
dous crowds  at 
every  game  despite 
the  extraordinari- 
ly high  ticket 
prices.

Publishing  art  department.  The  cover  is  a special  design  on  lithocote  with  a stamped  foil.  All  of  the  lettering  is  a copper  foil 
and  the  predominant  background  is  Taylor  Publishing’s  combination  screen  color  #9236.  The  four  color  marble  stripe 
running  across  the  front  of  the  cover  is  Taylor  Publishing’s  backdrop  #BD424C.  The  front  and  back  endsheets  are  Taylor 
Publishing’s  oatmeal  solid  color.  Paper  stock  of  801b.  enamel  was  used  throughout  the  entire  book.  Most  headlines  are 
36/36  amazonia;  body  copy  is  10/12  Seville;  captions  are  8/9  Seville  italic;  panels  are  8/9  Seville  bold;  and  folios  are  12/12 
Seville  bold  italic  with  Taylor  Publishing’s  folio  #sfl  1 1.  All  layouts  were  done  using  a 16  column  method.
